ggj^jiiTh* history of the Russian Uevolu- 
^*Won and the dovclopment nnd prcscnl 
policy ot l"aFo:?m vas treated in two 
}>aror« read by L,. C. Carroll nnd K. 
T. Roltl at tho jiieetiriF ot thi Ulslori- 
cnl Club hold last iitpht at Iho rcsl- 
deuce of Professor McDcrmott. 
In a paper on "Fascism and'llaly" E. 
Rold staled that MusEoUnl xs-as not 
the chief promoicr of tho Fa^cI^t 
"March on Rome" in 1922. Hut 
Ulnce his propaganda, for the Fas- 
rlst cause had broucht him into tho 
jïublio eye, ho was allowed to "stand 
V, in tho lime-light, while other Fascist 
■'• r leaders pulled the strings." 

Formerly Socialist 
Before embracing Fascism Musso- 
Inl had held political opinions which 
diametrically opposed to it. Ho 
?^^*Tis a sodalist. But the War brought 
bim to reverse his sentiments. 

In 1814 he abandoned his flrsv ««o- 
eialift agitation for Italian neutrality 
lind Began to urge strongly that 
JtaJy join the Allied cause, foundtnc 
for this purpose ^ the newspaper "n 
Popolo d'ltalla." * 

After peace was declared and the 
flcpressed' economic condition of the 
«ountrj' seemed to be preparing th» 
vay for a Bplshe\-ist revolution, 
SItiEsolInl took a further step away 
from socialism. He organised the 
Fascist Party to combat the socialist 
Jftfluence. As a matter of fact, even 
jk'lthout Fascist opposition, the pos- 
iliiiltj- of establishing a socialist re- 
e In Italy was not very great. 
The counto" had no large landowners 
to serve m objects of socialist at- 
ck, and the democratic govern- 
'nt gave a T>oaccful outlet for 
ileal agitation. "For 99 out of 100 
JoIshe\'ifls,"' The speaker stated 
tUielr Bolsheivlsm was only a vague 
eling against existing conditions." 

Bolshevism Feared 
fBut to the moderate liberals, who 
ere then in power, the Bolshevist 
|enace was by no means negligible. 
Accordingly they tacitly encouraged 
Fascist terrorism against the So- 
cialists ignoring the sacking- of so- 
ficlalist newspaper and the murder of 
oclallst leaders. 

By 1922 however the liberals began 
fear tbclr unofficial alliée. For 
Isra had become anti-parllamciit- 
lum in character. Its projrram now 
mprised hatred ot Socialism, love of

The speaker, who was Assistant 
Professor of Economics at McGill for 
a number of years, is at present editor 
ot the Montreal Financial Times and 
president ot tho Montreal Branch of 
fhe Canadian Authors Association. He 
ii a frequent contributor to the better 
American and Canadian magasines, 
dncludlng the' Atlantic Monthly and 
liarpers. His latest book of cssayf, 
"The Privacj' Agent", has enjoyed a 
prolonged success both in Canada and 
the United .States, and its author Is 
considered by American ci-illcs as 
Canada's leading essayist. Mr. Sand- 
well was for some years head of the 
Department of English at Queens.

"Montreal In many respects, resem- 
bles Jjondon,*' stated Mr, Frank 
Chnmbcrn nt the Department ot Ar- 
chitecture of this University, In .a 
leuturo Illustrated «llh lantern slides, 
oil Greater London, which ■ was given 
In tho locturo room ot tho Chemistry 
Building last night. 

J<ondon, 111(0 the British Consiiiii- 
lloii, did iinl, follow any definite pian 
hut w.as thrown lo-gcther in ;>, hnp- 
hazard stylo, nilz.ibcthan architects 
formuiatod a number of plans, one 
of which was to havo an agricultural 
belt on tlie outskirts ot tho city and 
to prohibit tho erection of any build- 
ings on thin site. Tills .attempt failed 
nnd another plan was mado by 
Christopher Wren which also failed. 
Sofha Improvements were made such 
as tho widening of streets and the 
building of brick and stono dwellings 
instead of wooden ones. 

Haa Beautiful Parks 

Wordsworth and other writers by 
arousing nature worship brought In 
a queer situation when people flock- 
ed to- tho outskirts ot London. 

Apartment Houses are r:nalng a 
place in modern London and Lon- 
doners aro forced to accept the 
American stylo of building in -the air 
more 'and more because ot lacK of 
space. London even though the fail- 
ure ot tho agricultural belt In early 
times has very large and beautiful 
parks in its centre. Garden cities 
forming sattelltes aroynd London are 
Interesting because of the new style 
ot housing.

Kelvin 
m.Tdn outstanding contributions in 
;ho fields of physics, m.xthcmatics. 
Scoiojy, cn[7!n<;ering and navigation. 
■ William Thompson was bom in 
Belfast In 1821. His father was pro- 
fcasor of Xatural Philosophy In the 
Royal Institute there. T'.iompson 
'■-ir::.- s;io:ved great ability in matho-^ 
rn.xiic.'. and at the ago ot eleven, he 
m.-itr;cu:.ilcd Into the L'niverslty of 
Glasgow. For two years ho studied 
Classics, and then began to special- 
ize in Natural Philosophy. At the age 
of si-ttecn he wrote an article whicii 
was published In a scientific maga- 
zine. 

Kelvin's University Career 

He matriculated into Cambridge in 
1541, and whllo there did considerable 
research work. He tried- for liie posi- 
tion of senior wrangler, but waa 
bra-.en i,y Pir.k;nson, who had devot- 
ed his lime to studying expressly for' 
this exam., while Thompson iiad been 
spending considerable time la writ- 
ing and research in addition to fol- 
lowing hIa regular co'jrse. Thompson, 
however, beat Parkinson la the 
Smith's prize examination which was 
considered more difficult. 

After graduation, he went to tho 
continent and experimented t'-ierc. H"? 
was. then appointed Professor ot 
0»atural:Phi;o3opiiy at Glasgow -fni- 
vorsity. T'.iere was no laboratory 
there a: this time, and after consid- 
erabio effort, Thompson was given 
the large sum of lOO pounds' witri 
which to eftii;p on». 

His Discoveries 

TUompjoiio c-xperiments wore nuny 
and' varied. 11^ i: was who .«howed 
titat. It two rae;al3 be Joined, and one- 
junction be heated n-hlle the other Ls 
cooled, an electric curren: will be 
set up, which may bo measu;-ed by 
means ot a galvanomeiar. Ho also 
deduced Kelvin's .Vbaoluto Scale from 
considerations ot energy. This is 
still la use in scientific work. He 
also , helped in the <l;;30ov.c;-y of tlie 
Joule- Thompson effci;. Ui.i: wh*>ii 
gas is c.xpandcU i.-irougb a porous 
plug i: cool.>i. He waa very interested 
in surface tension, and made many ei- 
periraenls in the shape ot soap-bub-^ 
bles. 

Kelvin maile ni.iny useful discover- 
ie.s in the C-vld of «jiociriclty, and in- 
vented :hj method ot solving electri- 
cal problems by electrical iiuagos, 
still In use. Ho was the electrician in 
charge of the third attempt to lay the 
.-Vtlantlo cable. The first two at-

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The Need For Action 

FOR the principal meetinfi: of Interna- 
tional Week. Mr. Wm. Birks will 
.speak in Strathcona Hall tonight upon the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. Placed as 
■we are with our western coast, the Pacific, 
it behoves us to be cognisant of the area 
arôâ^H^ch it is claimed the future of 
the world for some hundred--^ of years will 
Ije moulded. Ju.st as the Mediterranean 
was tlie centre of the world empires for 
.some centuries so the Pacific vdll feature 
in the future. 

At McGill we are not >vithout remind- 
ers that we. as a nation, have an intérêt 
in the countries of the Pacific. Some jtars 
ago if the ordinarj'^ student had been asked 
."Do you know Binp Shuey-Lee?". the an- 
swer might hare been in the negative or on 
the other hand very probably "Yes, that 
damn chink." 

Such an attitude was far too common 
and those orientals who were amongst us 
did not receive a verj' favorable impres- 
sion of our civili.sation. Such Chinese stu- 
dents who are in tills country are usually 
liei'e with. Government scholarsliips, and 
for the express purpose that they may ac- 
■quire something of the western world to 
lielp build up their young countrj-. 

And Eing Shuey-Lee. what and where 
is he now? At ShangHai he is a Permanent 
Secretary to the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs of the Chinese Nationalist Govern- 
ment. What are his impressions of Can- 
ada? We hope that he did not judge them 
entirely from McGill or else they will be 
not at all favorable. As cosmopolitan as 
we are, we do not find time for the 
strangers within our gates. 

Unconsciously we are shaping the fu- 
ture relations of our countrj"- to other coun- 
tries Avhile we are yet liere in college. A 
visitoi- to McGill, from Europe, last fall 
remarked that it was very peculiar to see 
two universities of different tongue and 
temperament in the same oity living to- 
gether so peacefully. He was making a 
comparison with what would have been the 
case if the same condition could have been 
found in Europe. 

Our presumable good will with the 
students of the University of Montreal is 
not duo to any marked advances on our 
part but because of the indifference. We 
are quite at ea.se in our own Zion. Thiiî 
self .satisfied attitude i.s the breeding place 
of discontent. Foreign students at McGill 
.^re watching all our actions and they will 
judge our country by it. If we are to be 
counted in the unity of the whole world we 
must make some definite action on our own 
part toward that end.

For the pioneer talking picture of 
.1913 a phonograph record v/a.s fiist niade 
of the actor's voice. Then as the record was 
played the .actor sang oj' talked again, tiiis 
time for the .camera. iWhen the action was 
in fairly good synchi-onization with the 
'^liçpj'd,' the talkie was completc-d. 

I/ittle was lieard of the talking pic- 
.tu).-es .after the demise of the kinetophone, 
')x also as the canieraphone, until 
_^t'1925, when it became known that a 
motion piciuj'c company liad acquii'ed tlie 
rights to a ntwly-perfecled .sound recoi-d- 
ihg and rcpi'oducting ijysteni.

This study by Jtatwlcc Colbourne, after a 
scries ot ))ondcroiis psjicholofrlcal analyses, la re-' 
frc.^hlngrly unpretentious. It Is llftht, luimoro'us and 
ontevî.Tlninjçr. The ancc«3olrs nvn excellonl. llere 
ir one of the best. "Them is the story ot Shaw and 
a beautiful lad.r (often aroneously Identified with 
the Ihte Isadoro Duncan)* Sh« hod wtltten to the 
famous writer pointing oot that ha had tho rincst 
brain and aho tho finest body In the world and 
proporlnjr, for tho si).ko of posterity, that they 
should unite to produce a. wonderchild Iiihcrltlns 
her boiiuty and his brains. This was loo much for 
ilie .Tuthor of Man an^ Superman and creator of 
Ann WJiltefieW, and Slww replied, on a postcard 
as usual, "ATi; but .suppose It were to Inhcrlt'niy/ 
beauty .and j"our brains." 

Colbourne -writes almost entirely ol tho popu- 
lar, idealized version of Shaw, His occasional ef- 
forts to reveal tho philosopher appear loss pene- 
trative than they really are because ot, the easy 
faaiiiiarlty of the style. The sreneral effect Is.that 
of a. light, chatty sketch. As such tho book Is emi- 
nently satisfactory, that it is- written, not for schol- 
ars or critics, but for the a\"craEO Shaw admirer is 
revealed by the chapter hea.dB — ^"Is Bernard Shaw 
Conceited.?", "Has Bernard Sha,w Changed?". "Is 
Bernard' Shaw Serious?" 

These arc the questions ot the hero-worship- 
pins Shavlaji, and are Irrelewnt to an understajid- 
ing of the serious artist revealed by "Man and 
Superman" or "St. Joan." Shair is serious, senti- 
mental, selfponsciou^ and mystical. ^« masha his 
mysticism irith Ciïlclsm.'àkd lfls^ sentiment -n-Illi 
matter-of-factness. A typical example occurred 
last year when he assailed the postal authorities 
of Great Britain for cutting off an old employee 
■without a pension. Shaw's motives -were purely 
sentimental but he liisguised them under & flood of 
logic and statistics, and added to Ills reputation as 
as cynic and a materialist. 

Those vho are unconvinced of the depth of 
Sba'W's sentiment I can only refer to the splendid 
love scenes of "The Doctor's Dilemma." His mys- 
ticism, a quality seldom suspected of Shaw, is cz- 
emplified in Mad Keegan's final speeoh in "John 
Bull's Other Island": "In my dreams It is a coun- 
try -where the State is the Church and the Churcli 
the people: three in one and one in throe. It is a 
commom\eaIth In -wiilch work is play and play is 
life: three in one and one in tliree. It is a temple 
in which tb« priest is the worshipper and the wor- 
shipper the worshipped: three in one and «ne In 
three. It is a godhead in which ail nfe is buman 
and aU bumanity divine: three in one and one in 
three."

. Csrroll Dlseutiet Russia 

Speaking on tho "HusslAn Ilevohi- 
lilo<i", il. C!. C'arroll deo%ired that the 
nevoliillon was creatly hastened by 
tlie ''"nilil.ionH r''siiliing from Iho In- 
eoiupolcnco and corruption with which 
Iho bureaucratic government con- 
ducted Iho war. The Husslan plight 
v.'ns made wor.^o by tho presenco of a 
powerful prii-(!crinnn party nt court, 
hi fact only llio v.ork ot liberal croups 
saved the counlr.v. 

Liberals for Allies 

Though Itusslan liberalism goes 
back to Iho French novolutionary 
Era, constant repression kept It weak 
until tho W.nr. Tlio Wnr put now "ifc 
Into it. Lilbcrals and Socialists strong- 
l.v supported Iho Allied cause, for they 
saw In tho defeat of Prussianlsm the 
first step In the iVfcat ot .lutocracy. 

Tho government too saw the danger 
to autocracy .md powerful aristocratic 
influences urged tho making of a 
sfDarato peace with Germany. Behind 
tho Germanophiles, headed ofticlaily 
by Protopopoff, stood the monk Ra.- 
piitln, whoso Influence brought the 
Tsarina into tho anti-allied party. 

Determined to gain peace at all 
costs, the Germanophiles, gaining 
control of tho govemment, purposely 
mismanaged tho distribution ot food 
and tried to frustrate the efforts ot 
the Ivlbcrala and Soolalists to combat 
the corruption of thohr rule,- But in 
causing famine the government caused 
the Revolution. Men ot moderate 
opinions joined tho Socialist ranks 
The Dumo which liad Ijccn strongly 
conservative before the "war agitated 
witir'tlie socialists for reform. Finally 
tho army, formei'iy the chief waapoo, 
ot Hussian absolutism, b^an to go 
over to the Socialist cause. It was 
tho rebellion ot a Petrograd regimen 
in Jtarch 1017, which began with the 
Revolution.

Uoscribing tho work carrieil on by

Stepping Out" Brings High Qrades, 
Survey of Ce^Ed Activities Shows 



tar oft countries. Certain of the ear- 
ly English and Scotch Chroniclers 
have referred to the curious howLs 
and cries the sailors made, when 
they were hoisting tho sails or an- 
chor. Chanteys dating back to the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries can. 
still bo seen on record. 

Helped Work. 

Chanteys were not sung primarily 
for their musical qualities but for a 
much more practical reason. On 
board sailing ships where there was 
ilio machinery to hoist sails, to take 
iiiP!.I*efs, to haul up the anchor or to 
:puinp the bilges, all work had to be 
done hy hand- Accordingly the men 
sSiiB chanteys at their work and .by 
means of k«eplng In time with tlie 
music, were able to exert their whole 
strength' as a body, at a certain time. 
There are many different varieties ot 
chanteys. Those used for hoisting up 
'the 'anchor, are Icnown as anchor 
;chantey8, while others yet again used 
for .pumping, are pumping clmntcys. 

Kone of the authors of the chanteys 
are laiown. The music ot many of 
the chanteys is exqulsite, some arc 
written' In the major key others In 
the minor,' with its haunting tones, 
and others yet vTltlen In a combina- 
tion of both. Tile words arc typically 
old-time sailor laiii^uage, and indeed 
proud was tho captain ot a clipper 
ahip with a fine singing crew, that 
was an asset second only to polished 
brass 'end white decks; 

Many of the songs given, such as 
I "Tom's Gone to Hllo," "Billy Boy," 
"Stormalong," and others, have 
started the echoes of Polar Caves and 
•rung ^through the bark of Drake's 
cannon.

— Columbus, Ohio. Doc. 12.— (By Ex- 
change Scr^-lcc) The common belief 
that students of low scholarship 
reach that status^'becauso they go out 
evenings instead ot .-«tmlylng. Is 
merely an assumption, according to 
study made last year of tho effect ot 
evening socl.al activity on scholar- 
ship. Tho survey was made of 200 
freshman Women at Oxley and' Mark 
Halls during the three' quarters ot 

in2s-i9:D. 

Participation in social activities 
was judged upon the sign-out books 
in the domtltorles, and Included nt- 
tendanoo at the theater, dances, and 
bridge parties. 

Other conclusions reached after tho 
study were that freshman women 
tend to go out more during their first 
quarter than in any other quarter o' 
the first year, and students of high 
and low intelligence participate In 
the same kinds of social activities. 

Sorority groups have a higher in- 
telligence levels than the non-aftlll- 
ated, but there is a slightly stronger 
tendency for the. non-sorority group 
10 remain In school longer than the 
other in spite of its higher intelli- 
gence level. No particular types of 
social functions are peculiar to 
bright or dull, high or low scnoiar- 
shlp student, the survey shows. 

This is the first study ot lU kind 
ever made in any university and al- 
though there might toe a few inac- 
curacies hecause everybody does not 
sign the book. It Is u accurate aa 
human nature allows and was very 
valuable as it was the only source 
of such Intormation available. 

The main conclusion arrived at 
was that for some students, going 
out may prove as an incentive re- 
eulting in a happier college life and 
better work at school. For some it 
Is probably the lack of such actlvl-
